Juniata’s Nobel Moment: 


Sciences in Stockholm, Sweden on December 10, 1997. He became Juniata’ first Nobel 
Prize laureate in the process. He shared the 1997 award jointly with Steven Chu of 
Stanford University and Claude Cohen-Tannoudyi of College de France and Ecole 
Normale Superieure in Parts. The three researchers were awarded the Nobel Prize in 
Physics for their work in developing methods to cool and trap atoms with laser light. 
Bill Phillips still considers veteran 39-year Juniata professor, Wilfred Norris, 
as one of his biggest influences in the field of physics, and he obtained a ticket for his 
former professor to attend the Nobel Prize gala in Stockholm. Dr. Norris’ first-hand 
account of the trip to see his former pupil awarded the Nobel Prize follows;

arrived in Stockholm on 

Sunday, December 7 and had to 

leave early on Thursday morn- 

ing, December 11, and the 
entire time I was there the weather was 
dismal. The cloud cover was perpetual, 
which made everything drab. The streets 
never dried out under those conditions 
either and it was the time of the year in 
Sweden when the sun comes up at 8:30 or 
9 in the morning and goes down around 
3:30 in the afternoon. The days are short 
and the nights are long. By the middle of 
the afternoon, it was already nighttime 
there. Yet, despite all that, my spirits were 
bright and sunny throughout my visit. 
Anticipating and then seeing your former 
pupil awarded with a Nobel Prize can have that effect. 

I really enjoyed the opportunity to see many members of Bill’s 
family in Stockholm, including his sister, Maxine, and his brother, 
Tom, as well as his mother, Mary, and his aunt, Elizabeth, all of 
whom are Juniata graduates. What was also impressive to see was 
the number of noted scientists in the hotel and throughout 
Stockholm during the awards’ week and to realize that Bill now 
stood with them all. 

Two days prior to the awards ceremony, the Nobel laureates 
gave lectures describing the work for which they were being hon- 
ored. All three of the physicists who shared the 1997 Nobel Prize 
gave talks. Bill’s lecture, in contrast to all the other lectures, was 
aimed at the students in the audience. That is a high priority of his, 
and he wants that understood. Now, Bill’s presentation, you might 
call a little bit theatrical. He kept things really interesting with 
demonstrations and videos of his experiments. He doesn’t teach for

a profession, but Bill is a natural teacher. 

At a reception on the night before the 
awards ceremony, a lot of university stu- 
dents were on hand, and Bill really took to 
them. They all wanted to have their pictures 
taken with the Nobel Prize-winners, and Bill 
was very receptive to them. Bill was also 
very genuine during the awards ceremony 
itself. The ceremony is a very formal occa- 
sion, but Bill added something to the proto- 
col of the ceremony that nobody else did 
when he blew a kiss to his family in the 

audience. 

Professor Bengt Samuelsson, chairman 
of the board of the Nobel Foundation, pre- 
sented the opening address at the awards’ 
ceremony in Swedish. I read from the pro- 
gram, which had an English translation: “I would especially like to 
welcome this year’s laureates to the Nobel festivities in Stockholm 
... you have helped to give the Nobel Prizes the prestige and stature 
that they enjoy throughout the world,” Professor Samuelsson said. 
“You have contributed decisively to the development of your 
respective fields of endeavor. I am convinced that, in a historic per- 
spective, these advances will reflect progress in the scientific and 
cultural spheres.” 

At this point, I took my eyes from the program and looked to 
Bill on the stage there in the Grand Auditorium of the Stockholm 
Concert Hall, sitting at the pinnacle of his field, about to be hon- 
ored with the highest of honors in physics, a Nobel Prize. It was 
then that it hit me: It’s satisfying when you know that a student has 
done well, and I have had many students who have done well 
besides Bill, although they have not won a Nobel Prize. This was 
unquestionably special to share in a moment like this. rc

“All these upgrades and additions have re- 
ally changed the culture of how we do things 
here at Juniata,” said Dale Wampler, director of 
the academic computer center and ITTF co- 
chair. 

“We rolled out a network to an entire 
campus in good order and in pretty short time, 
added Barb Hughes, director of administrative 
inforination services and ITTF co-chair at 
Juniata. “There have been some huge changes 
over the last year and a half, and we’re now in 
the process of trying to make full use of it.” 

Juniata’s commitment is clear: Students 
will have an intensive, quality-based technologi- 
cal experience; faculty will have access to state- 
of-the-art technology for teaching; staff will 
utilize technology to better conduct business; 
and alumni will have lifelong technological 
access to Juniata through e-mail. Technology is 
even utilized prior to students attending Juniata: 
With prospective students tapping into the 
Internet for information on colleges, Juniata’s 
web site has become a major part of the 
college’s enrollment strategy.

technology and the future 


The role of technology at Juniata will only increase in the years ahead. 
ITTF adopted a plan for campus technology called, “Technology For The 
Year 2000 And Beyond,” which was approved by the President’s Cabinet on 
December 4, 1997. The summary statement from that plan reads: Juniata 
College strives to be a recognized leader in integrating technology into 
education of the highest quality in a liberal arts setting. Technology will 
support creativity and efficiency in teaching, learning, advising, infor- 
mation access, communication, and administrative support systems. 
This support assumes convenient access to on-campus and off-campus 
information sources and communication systems in each classroom, 
laboratory, office, and residence hall room. The technology requires re- 
sponsive support and training systems. Deployment and use of technolo- 
gy will be done in a fashion consistent with the college's traditional val- 
ues as expressed in the mission statement.

Juniata’s network office staff keeps the technology up and running 
across campus while constantly installing upgrades. David Fusco, network 
manager, leads a staff of three network staff employees and a band of student 
network assistants. He speaks highly of all who 
work in the network office, particularly fellow 
staffers, Deb Hissner and Art Manion. 

“One thing that Juniata brings to its technol- 
ogy is the service and the personal aspect that 
the Juniata students, the Juniata faculty, and the 
Juniata administration get,” said Fusco, who 
has made customer service a priority in his 
department since joining the Juniata staff in 
March 1996. In an effort to ensure a customer- 
friendly approach, Fusco expanded the net- 
work staff to include Hissner as technical sup- 
port assistant — a contact person for anyone 
across campus with computer questions or 
anyone who needs assistance for machine mal- 
functions — and Manion as campus network 
analyst — the technology technician expert. 
Fusco has also utilized Juniata’s vast supply of 
technically-trained students to serve as network 
assistants. To cover the growing use of technol- 
ogy across campus, the student network staff 
includes approximately 30 general assistants, 
who work primarily in the student computer 
laboratories. There are also eight student man- 
agers, who take on greater responsibility in 
specified areas: The web master handles mat- 
ters involving Juniata’s Internet page; the server 
manager takes care of new accounts and over- 
sees disc storage as well as providing routine 
maintenance of servers; the lab manager moni- 
tors the computers in the student computer 
laboratories and assists faculty in acquiring 
and installing software in those machines; the 
end-user support assistant tends to any hard- 
ware problems with faculty and administration 
office computers; the programming resources 
assistant writes miscellaneous utilities; and 
three residence hall network assistants monitor 
computer issues in campus housing. 

The network office has also developed step-by-step manuals to make 
personal computer installation easier for residence hall students along with 
policy and procedure manuals to ensure proper guidelines are understood 
and met. 

“Technology has created a new culture, not just at Juniata but every- 
where,” Fusco said. “Everybody has to adjust to this new culture, and I think 
everybody at Juniata is adjusting very well to it. That requires attention to 
customers on our part in the network office. We have to make it easy for 
people to accept this new culture and make it easier for them to utilize its 
many benefits.” 

The key to success in any network management area, according to 
Fusco, is standardization of hardware and software. He cites Juniata’s con- 
version from many diverse technological environments to a standard system 
in fall 1996 as a hectic but necessary step to better coordinate and manage 
technology across campus. 

Part of what makes educational technology so complex, however, is the 
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According to Dr. Ronald Cherry, a 1953 
Juniata graduate and mip the 
Charles A. Dana Supported Professor of 
Economics at the college, “There was 

a pay phone on each h floor, in fact, it 
was outside our door My roommate 
and I were the ones who had to answer 
it or it would just Reep ringing, and 
then we would bellow down the hall 
Jor the person who had the call.” At 

the time, Dr. Cherry was a resident of the Cloister, but the 
same very low-tech method of handling incoming calls 


was standard practice across campus. 

In only the last several years, Juniata College has gone through a 
whirlwind of technological advancements. In the estimation of many stu- 
dents there are two that have had tremendous impact on student life: a 
new phone system and a computer network known as EagleNet that al- 
lows for access to e-mail, the Internet, on-line library files, and countless 
data bases on campus and around the world. 

The new phone system gives students their own voice mailbox that 
they access with the use of a password. This ensures that the students get 
all their messages without inconveniencing other students. 

Students said farewell to waiting in line for a phone; to messages 
that were never received; and to the constant ringing of pay phones echo- 
ing down the halls. Julie Beegle, a sophomore psychology student, had 
this to say about hall phones: “There was always somebody on the 
phone and you couldn’t expect a phone call because it wasn’t going to 
get through. There are no more missed phone calls, and I don’t worry 
about receiving only half of a message. It’s more convenient fOr my fam- 
ily and friends also.” 


In the late ‘60s, the first computers were installed on campus, but 
students not taking classes in computer science didn’t have access to 
them. It wasn’t until the ‘80s that students had access to a campus wide 
e- -mail system. The system was slow and, at times challenging to use. 
Students could only e-mail other students and professors on campus. 

About 1990, the college installed connections to the Internet and 
students began to use the e-mail regularly. Dr. Loren Rhodes, professor 
of mathematics and computer science, observed that with the advance- 
ment in technology has also come a change in the way students commu- 
nicate with each other.” He estimates that about 90% of the student pop- 
ulation use their accounts on a regular basis. 

When asked what would be different if they didn’t have the e-mail 
system to keep in contact with parents, family, and friends student re- 
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sponses differed. Andrew Scott, a sophomore, 
said that he would make more phone calls and 
write more letters. “It is more personal for some- 
one to see my handwriting versus typed letters on a 
screen,” he said. 

Robert Finking, an international student from 
Marburg University in Germany, feels quite different 
about it. “I keep in contact with my girlfriend as 
well as my family,” he said. “It is very difficult to 
keep in touch witho ei i tiers take ints to get 
to Germany.” Fnkingi is also ona mailing list that 
e-mails him about the happenings athome. This. 
way he is able to hear all the news from home. For the majority of stu- 
dents, this is true. Many use the Internet and e-mail as a way to keep in 
touch with what is happening in their home towns. 

With the introduction of the new NT system, and less use of the VAX, 
the consensus among students is that it is more efficient, and a lot more 
user-friendly. Most students quickly realized that it is now very easy to 
send an entire document by e-mail, whether sending it to the writing cen- 
ter to be proofread or to the professor as a final document. 

For students involved in internships and those taking independent 
study courses, it is a simple and convenient way to inform your professor 
of your progress. Henry Thurston-Griswold, professor of Spanish, uses 
the computer system in teaching his classes. “It’s a chance [fOr stu- 
dents] to share their work and exchange ideas,” he said. “I can also get 
a sense of the progress of my students, and what I need to focus on.” 

He feels that it is a great asset to communication improvement between 
students and faculty.

Psth the rapid growth of technology comes many 
consequential issues and concerns. Because tech— 
nology often taps into new tenitones, many of 
these matters unfold uthout precedent, and this 
can lead to confusion, frustration, distrust or many 
other forms of uneasiness.

Among recent issues and concerns regarding 
technology, particularly educational technology, 
are: 

© individual rights to privacy 

© copyright infringements 

© Internet accuracy 

© its impersonal nature 

e its high cost 

© the training time required 

Securing privacy is always an issue with 
computer technology. “We always have to be 
concerned with privacy,” said Dale Wampler, di- 
rector of the academic computer center at 
Juniata. “We have to find ways to safely let some 
data out in ways that only appropriate people 
can see it.” 

Barb Hughes, director of administrative in- 
formation services at Juniata, gave the example 
of students accessing grade transcripts. 
“Students should be able to view their own tran- 
scripts, but we have to be real careful to be sure 
that they can’t look up anybody else’s transcript 
because each person’s transcript is private in- 
formation,” she said. “There’s a lot of informa- 
tion that requires restricted access to ensure 
everyone’s right to privacy.” 

Another area of concern arose when pub- 
lishing companies began claiming copyright in- 
fringements in connection with professors 
putting selected reading material for classes on 
their worldwide web home pages. Under the 
general tenets of “fair use,” reproducing materi- 
al for educational purposes rather than com- 
mercial purposes is deemed legal, but book 
publishers have claimed that posting the read- 
ings on the Internet blurs that line. After all, the 
intention of posting the material on the Internet 
might be for educational purposes, but when the 
material is on the Internet countless numbers of 
people can tap into the web site to obtain the in- 
formation, which has a directimpact on the 
publishing company’s potential sales. 

“Traditionally, there has been a distinction 
made between educational purposes and com- 
mercial purposes in connection with copyright 
issues, but that distinction is very much in flux 
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right now,” said Belle Tuten, assistant professor 
of history at Juniata. “It’s an old problem, but 
now it has very new manifestations because of 
the Internet. 

“No textbook includes all the specific ma- 
terial that I want to cover, and I can’t expect stu- 
dents to buy 20 or 30 separate textbooks to read 
the small segments that I want to cover from 
each,” Tuten continued. “By posting the materi- 
al on the web I can ensure that my students have 
the opportunity to read all the material that I 
want to cover, not necessarily what a publisher 
decides to cover in any given textbook. Still, it’s 
best to take precautions, because there just 
haven’t been enough judicial decisions on this 
issue for people to feel comfortable. It would be 
a good idea to post a notice on the home page 
stating that everything that’s posted, to the best 
of your knowledge, is in the public domain or 
permission has been granted for them and, if 
any copyright infringement is alleged, the item 
will be removed immediately pending a deci- 
sion.” 

Accuracy is also a problem with informa- 
tion on the Internet, particularly when it involves 
using the information for educational purposes. 
“The problem with acquiring information on the 
web is that it may be presented as authoritative 
but it may not be accurate,” Tuten said. 
“Obviously, in publishing a book, one goes 
through an elaborate peer review process, so 
that when the book is finally published it has the 
stamp of approval from an entire academic 
community. On a web site, anything can be post- 
ed without anyone knowing the degree of its ac- 
curacy. It requires readers to be critical 
thinkers.” 

Technology's impersonal nature and its 
negative impact on human relationships was the 
topic for several speakers in Juniata’s 1996-97 
Bailey Oratorical Contest. In that vein, there 
were speeches on the breakdown of interper- 
sonal relationships due to technology and the 
negative impact that technology has had on in- 
ternal and social relationships. The consensus 


among the speakers was that technology has iso- 
lated people from one another with examples of 
how e-mails, voice mails, and Internet chat 
rooms have replaced personal interaction. 

To combat this line of thinking, Juniata 
opened the Cyber Connection Cafe in January 
1998. As a means of embracing ways that tech- 
nology can be integrated into all aspects of stu- 
dents’ lives — including their social lives — 
Juniata introduced computer technology into the 
coffee shop. The grand opening of the Cyber 
Connection Cafe in Ellis Hall has brought tech- 
nology into the students’ social lives. While sip- 
ping a cappuccino or eating their favorite foods, 
students can catch up on their e-mail transac- 
tions, cruise the Internet, or check the Intranet 
for college information. 

In an age of budgetary cutbacks, colleges 
struggle with the imbalance of wanting to pro- 
vide top-notch technology while fitting the high 
cost of technology into budgetary constraints. 
“Funding is critically important when it comes 
to providing technology on a college campus,” 
Hughes said. “When you make a commitment to 
technology, you make a commitment to funding, 
because high-tech is high cost when you consid- 
er the software and hardware upgrades continu- 
ally being made to computer systems. There’s 
always new technology products being added to 
the market. You can be a leader in technology 
today, but you have to maintain that commit- 
ment, because if you don’t you could be far be- 
hind fairly quickly.” 

Another by-product of the rapid advance- 
ments in technology is the constant need to train 
and retrain employees, and that translates into a 
cost of money and time. “One of the big projects 
that we'd like to add in the near future is a tech- 
nology training center,” Wampler said. “The 
idea is to develop a center for teaching and 
learning. We'd like to see everyone on campus 
gain a full understanding and appreciation for 
the technology that is available to them and then 
encourage them to utilize the technology to its 
full benefits.”

What are Lexis-Nexis, First Search, and the A.G.T. database, 
and what do they have in common? All are examples of tech- 


nology that can now be accessed on the Juniata campus. 

A.C.T. stands for AlumniCareer Team, and the A.C.T. database is an 
Internet reference list which posts alumni names and career information. This 
database — which is only accessible to campus-networked computers — en- 
ables Juniata students to make professional contacts with alumni. 

Jim Donaldson, professor of economics and business administration at 
Juniata, utilizes the A.C.T. database for a class project in his introduction to 
business course. The objective is for students to begin career networking by 
contacting Juniata alumni from the A.C.T. database. 

“The project accomplishes a few things: It allows students to connect 
with alumni; it allows alumni to interact with students and provide career ad- 
vice from their experiences; it allows students to investigate career options and 
to build career networks, which can lead to internships, summer employment, 
or even professional employment; and it encourages students to take advan- 
tage of technology that is available to them,” Professor Donaldson said. 

The use of technology is increasing in all areas of education, including 
the library. Students in Juniata’s L.A. Beeghly Library utilize technology to a 
much greater extent today than ever before. The library now has an electronic 
card catalogue as well as computer plug-in ports stationed in two recently in- 
stalled study rooms and approximately 20 study carrels. 

“The network plug-in ports can be used for laptop computer hookups, 
which is the direction that library research is headed,” said John Mumford, the 
Beeghly Library director. “Students can carry their laptops to the library and 
hookup to the campus network.” 

The Internet provides another source of modern library technology. 
Lexis-Nexis and First Search are two of the research databases available to stu- 
dents on the Beeghly Library Internet home page. These technologies give stu- 
dents a wealth of information at the touch of a few computer keys. 

“Lexis-Nexis is a full-text database of millions of documents that students 
can call up on the computer,” Mr. Mumford said. “The Lexis portion deals 
with legal matters, such as legal issues, the legal profession, and law journals. 
The Nexis side of it is basically full-text news wires from around the world. 

“First Search, on the other hand, is a collection of 60 databases that ba- 
sicallyserve as an electronic periodical index much like the Readers’ Guide To 
Periodical Literature in print form. But First Search is much more sophisticat- 
ed and provides a much more thorough listing of information than the 
Readers’ Guide.” 

“Students really benefit from this technology,” Mr. Mumford said. 
“Students today are able to get more information than was available in the 
past, and they can get all that information much quicker than in the past.” 
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need for specialized instructional material. “One thing we have to understand 
and spend more time on is specialized software packages for faculty needs,” 
Fusco said. “We need to support that and find ways to better support it.” 

Currently, Juniata faculty utilize computers and the Internet at varying 
degrees. First-year Juniata faculty member Belle Tuten of the history depart- 
ment extensively uses her web page for class instruction. She teaches courses 
in Medieval and Early Modern periods in Europe and the Near East, the histo- 
ry of women and the family, and the history of law. Click onto her web site 
and there is a wealth of daily reading material for each of her classes, a list of 
weekly topics and required textbooks for each class, her biography, and con- 
tact information such as her office hours, phone number, and e-mail address 
as well as on-line reference guides, Internet sourcebooks, an index of histo- 
rians, the Bible On-line, the Catholic Encyclopedia On-line, NetSERF: The 
Internet Connection for Medieval Resources, the Labyrinth at Georgetown 
University, and other suggested reference material. 

“There is a problem with textbooks concerning price and the material 
that is included in the books,” Tuten said. “The prices keep going up and up 
and up. And, nine times out of 10, the textbooks either have something I 
don’t want or if they have the work that I want it’s the wrong piece of it. The 
web allows me to give students the specific material that I want to cover. 
Then, with each reading I can add my own study questions, which is impor- 
tant because it gets students to be active learners and it directs them to focus 
on the information that I want them to focus on, not necessarily what a book 
publisher might direct them to focus on.” 

While the initial set-up time for a web page can be lengthy, Tuten claims 
that when the initial steps are complete, new information can be added to the 
page in little time. For instance, it took her a week to set-up each of her orig- 
inal web pages, but she now spends only a couple of hours a week making all 
her changes. “And for me and my students it’s well worth the time,” she said. 


a Challenge remains 


Since 1992, when Juniata was placed in the category of being behind in 
its use of technology by Middle States evaluators, the college has put forth a 
concentrated effort to be at the cutting edge of technology. 

“T believe we have become a leader in technology,” Wampler said from 
his ofkice in the college’s computer center. 

“But, it’s an ongoing process, you can never stop because if you do the 
rapid growth of technological advances can leave you behind very quickly,” 
Hughes added. “The real challenge is that technology is expensive. First, the 
software changes, which forces you to upgrade your software, and then com- 
puters don’t have long lives. So, the market drives us to keep pace. When it 
comes to technology, it doesn’t take long for things to become obsolete.” 

Future upgrades include a major overhaul this summer, when Juniata 
will be switching from Microsoft Office 95 to Microsoft Office 97 across cam- 
pus. “Even if the Office 97 package has things that we don’t necessarily want, 
that’s what our students have. We have to be aware of that because some 
things created in Office 97 can’t be read in Office 95,” Hughes said. 

Therein lies the bottom line when it comes to today’s educational tech- 
nology. As network manager David Fusco said, “What pushes us in technolo- 
ey is the students. They are coming to campus looking for a list of items. They 
are asking questions like, ‘Are your residence halls networked?’ ‘What hard- 
ware packages and software packages do you use?’ ‘What’s your computer 
lab space like?’

Juniata College has sent hundreds of study-abroad students to colleges and 


universities around the world. Exchanging faculty is much more difficult, 
but equally rewarding. This semester Juniata conducted ts first faculty ex- 


change with the Universidad San Francisco de Quito (USFQ). The professors 


involved in the faculty exchange were Henry Thurston-Griswold, associate 
professor of Spanish at Juniata, and Gustavo Fierro, professor of Spanish at 
USFO in Ecuador. Here, they give first-hand accounts of their experiences: 


From Gustavo Fierro: 

About a year ago ... the idea of enjoying a semester in the United States 
started to grow on me. I had been in the United States, a country I greatly ad- 
mire, several times before, both as a student and as a teacher, but it had been 
five years since my last visit and I was becoming impatient to return. 

At first, things moved slowly. Letters were sent and answered, but never 
fast enough for my impatience. Finally, after a myriad of necessary details 
were worked out, we were at the Quito airport, welcoming Henry Thurston- 
Griswold — “Huck” to his Juniata colleagues, “Enrique” to his Ecuadorian 
friends. He arrived with his wife Joanne and a precious little boy, Will. A few 
days later, I was on the plane to the United States. 

Henry is now teaching Spanish literature and advanced grammar in 
Ecuador. I am teaching beginning Spanish, composition, and Latin American 
cultures at Juniata, and we are both curious to know how the other is doing. 


From Henry Thurston-Griswold via e-mail: 

I have fairly extensive experience in Spanish-speaking countries — a 
semester of study at the University of Salamanca, Spain, as an undergraduate 
in Fall 1979, 14 months living and working in Costa Rica during the mid- 
eighties, short-term study and work trips to Mexico, Nicaragua, Guatemala, 
and El Salvador, research and course development in Spain during 
summer 1993, establishment of Juniata’s summer Spanish program 
in Orizaba, Mexico in summer 1995, and most recently, I served as 
project director for the one-month Fulbright Group Travel Seminar 
to Costa Rica during the summer 1997. But, I had never been far- 
ther south than Panama. It just so happens that two of the faculty 
members in the Spanish department at USFQ are former classmates 
of mine from the University of Texas, a husband/wife team who are 
Colombian and Ecuadorian, respectively. 

I would be remiss in not recognizing the wonderful support 
that we have received from Gustavo and his wife Fanny, who decided 
to stay home to tend the house and teach. She has made us feel very 
welcome and has offered lots of useful advice about how to get 
around and where to go. My two former classmates from the 
University of Texas have also been extremely helpful, and people in 
general have treated us well.

From Gustavo Fierro: 

As for me, my experience at Juniata could not be better. Colleagues are 
friendly, and students work hard. What else could a professor want? 
Huntingdon reminds me of the United States I knew decades ago. There is 
trust among people, a meticulous respect for the rights of others, and an 
honesty that unfortunately has disappeared from most of the modern world. 
It is clear that people work hard and hold dear those principles that make a 
nation great. 






From Henry Thursion-Griswold via e-mail: 

In general, I am very pleased with my interaction with students here and 
wouldn’t characterize the in-class interaction as very different from that 
which I enjoy in the classroom at Juniata. The primary difference is that I 
have much less interaction with students outside of class because, like the 
vast majority of Latin American universities, USFQ is not a residential campus, 
I’m not advising students, and there isn’t as extensive a network of student 
organizations with which to connect. Selfishly, though, that works out better 
for me this semester since it leaves me more time to explore Ecuador with my 
wife and son. 

To close, I would like to emphasize that this is an invaluable profession- 
al development experience for me and that I am extremely grateful for the 
support that I have received from colleagues in Foreign Languages, David 
Sowell in International Programs, and administrators including Provosts Bob 
Hatala and Jim Lakso and President Bob Neff. The exchange enables me to 
continue improving my own language and cultural proficiency, which en- 
hances the instruction that I provide in the classroom, and it also will help 
me to advise students more effectively upon my return.

New Juniata College 
President Named 


r. Thomas R. Kepple Jr., vice 
president for business and 
community relations at The 
University of the South, has 
been named the 11th president 
of Juniata College. Dr. Kepple’s 
presidency begins July 1, 1998. 

The recommendation of Dr. Kepple was 
presented to the Juniata College board of 
trustees at a special meeting held in Harrisburg. 
The action was announced by John MCN. 
Cramer, chairman of Juniata College’s board of 
trustees. 

Dr. Kepple will succeed Dr. Robert W. Neff, 
who will retire June 
30 after 12 years of 
service as Juniata’s 
president. Prior to 
coming to Juniata, 
Dr. Neff served as 
general secretary of 
the Church of the 
Brethren, headquar- 
tered in Elgin, Ill. 

In making the 
announcement, Mr. 
Cramer referred to 
the diversity of 
strengths brought by 
the president-elect. “Dr. Kepple possesses a set 
of skills and experiences which are ideally suited 
to Juniata College,” he noted. “From his excep- 
tional work in developing and implementing 
strategic plans to his broad experience in acade- 
mic affairs, admissions and fund raising, Dr. 
Kepple has the requisite skills to lead Juniata in- 
to the next century.” 

In accepting the appointment, Dr. Kepple 
welcomed the challenge associated with bringing 
a leading liberal arts college into the 21st centu- 
ry. “For 121 years Juniata College has had a rep- 
utation for academic excellence,” Dr. Kepple 
said. “My primary goal will be to keep the col- 
lege focused on its mission of offering the high

quality education that Juniata graduates and cur- 
rent students have come to expect. 

“As we approach the new millennium,” he 
went on to say, ‘“‘the challenges of maintaining 
excellence in teaching and learning may appear 
to be formidable. The ultimate ability of a college 
to compete in the 21st century is based on the 
commitment, enthusiasm and quality of the peo- 
ple associated with it. After meeting many of 
Juniata’s trustees, faculty, staff, students, alumni 
and friends, I am assured that we can look for- 
ward to a very bright future.” 

As the vice president for business and com- 
munity relations at The University of the South in 
Sewanee, Tenn., Dr. 
Kepple has responsi- 
bilities as the chief 
business officer and 
town manager. This 
unique blend of re- 
sponsibilities came 
about through the 
university's ownership 
of the 10,000-acre 
campus that includes 
the town of Sewanee. 
Dr. Kepple has been 
in the position since 
1989. 

Dr. Kepple held the provost position at 
Rhodes College in Memphis, Tenn. from 1986 to 
1989. As provost he served as the chief operating 
officer with day-to-day administration of all divi- 
sions including academic affairs, admissions and 
development. 

In his career, Dr. Kepple has carried re- 
sponsibilities in developing and implementing 
strategic plans; soliciting funds and grants from 
individuals, corporations and foundations; and 
hosting events for board members, alumni, 
prospective students and current and prospec- 
tive donors in locations around the country. 

Dr. Kepple has been integrally involved in 
two successful capital campaigns, helping to 





raise $100 million at Rhodes College and, more 
recently, $174 million at Sewanee. While at 
Rhodes, Dr. Kepple served as executive secretary 
for the Commission on the 21st Century, a group 
of 75 young professional and business leaders 
charged with exploring the college’s role in the 
next millennium. 

Prior to becoming provost at Rhodes, Dr. 
Kepple served as dean of administrative services 
(1981-1986), and director of administrative 
services (1975-1981). Dr. Kepple served as 
director of technical training at Borg-Warner 
Corporation (Morse Division) in Ithaca, New 
York from 1970 to 1973. 

Dr. Kepple has completed extensive work 
on the development and implementation of early 
retirement programs for faculty. In 1987 he de- 
veloped one of the definitive examinations of the 
subject in co-authoring “Incentive Early 
Retirement Programs for Faculty.” The book is 
one of the best-selling offerings in the ERIC-ASHE 
series of writings of special interest to education. 

He is currently leading a national effort to 
develop a nationwide, private prepaid tuition 
program aimed at lowering future tuition costs 
for children and grandchildren of alumni. The 
initial 25 funding colleges and universities have 
over 840,000 alumni and over $13 billion in 
combined endowment assets. Juniata is among 
90 others nationwide that are seriously consider- 
ing joining this effort. 

A western Pennsylvania native, Dr. Kepple 
graduated from Westminster College in 1970 
with a bachelor of arts degree in economics and 
business. Dr. Kepple received his M.B.A. (1974) 
and his doctorate (1984) from Syracuse 
University. He is an avid swimmer, a weekend 
landscaper and an artist. 

Dr. Kepple’s wife, Pat, is a magna cum 
laude graduate of Middle Tennessee State 
University, where she majored in psychology and 
sociology. She has held the positions of executive 
assistant to the vice chancellor and president of 
The University of the South, and Tennessee state 





coordinator for the American Council on 
Education National Identification Program. 

The presidential search was conducted 
over an eight-month period following a na- 
tionwide, open search process. The search 
committee was chaired by Juniata trustee 
Henry H. Gibbel of Lititz, Pa. According to 
Mr. Gibbel, in conducting the search 
process the committee received the input of 
over a hundred members of the Juniata 
community. 

In addressing the Juniata board, Mr. 
Gibbel noted Dr. Kepple’s strong leadership 
skills. “Individuals who have known and 
worked with Dr. Kepple attest to his capacity 
for strong leadership. A man of integrity, he 
believes in the value of a church-related lib- 
eral arts education. He has good ideas, is 
both a moral and a visionary leader who 
works well with others, has a broad vision 
and perspective, thinks strategically, com- 
municates effectively, brings focus to discus- 
sions, and is not afraid to make decisions.”

Goldwater & Fulbright Scholarships 


Juniata College graduates and students claimed some of the most noteworthy 
achievements in their fields in 1997. In addition to 1970 Juniata graduate Bill 
Phillips winning the Nobel Prize in Physics, two Juniata students received two of 
the most prestigious scholarships in the nation when Steve Eikenberry of 
Lancaster, currenily a senior chemistry/biology 
major, was awarded a Goldwater Scholarship and 
Savannah Schroll of York, a 1997 graduate with a 
bachelor’s degree in art/German, won a Fulbright 
Scholarship. 

The Goldwater Scholarships are national scholarships 
awarded annually to sophomores and juniors who are the top 
science, math, and engineering students in the nation. The 
scholarship program honoring Senator Barry M. Goldwater was 
designed to foster and encourage America’s top scholars to 
seek careers in the science, math, and engineering fields. The 
Goldwater Scholarship is the premier undergraduate award of 
its type in these fields. 

Every college and university in the country can nominate 
up to four candidates per year. From those applicants, 282 
scholarships were awarded for the 1997-98 academic year 
based on personal diversity, academic achievement, research 
experience, and career plans. 

Goldwater Scholarship winners receive $7,500 toward tu- 
ition, fees, books, and room and board each year for the re- 
mainder of their academic careers. 

Mr. Eikenberry became the first ever Goldwater 
Scholarship recipient from Juniata College. 

“This scholarship is something that highlights my college 
career, because it will be regarded by graduate schools and 
businesses more highly than any of my other accomplishments, 
such as grade point average or test scores,” Mr. Eikenberry 
said. “I am very excited and honored to receive such a presti- 
gious scholarship.” 

The United States Congress created the Fulbright Program 
in 1946, immediately after World War II, to foster mutual understanding among nations through 
educational and cultural exchanges. Senator J. William Fulbright, sponsor of the legislation, saw it 
as a step toward building an alternative to armed conflict. 

Today the Fulbright Program is the U.S. Government’s premier scholarship program. Each 
year the program allows Americans to study or conduct research in over 100 nations. The U.S. 
Student Program is designed to give recent college graduates, master’s and doctoral candidates, 
and young professionals and artists opportunities for personal development and international ex- 
perience. The program promotes cultural awareness and mutual understanding through personal 
interactions. 

Ms. Schroll plans to utilize her Fulbright Scholarship to research and study German expres- 
sionist art as well as German music and literature at the University of Munich. 

“Having the opportunity to live in Germany for almost 12 months and to become part of the 
German culture will enhance my education of German art, music, and literature tremendously,” 
Ms. Schroll said. “This is an opportunity of a lifetime.”

President Clinton presented Juniata College trustee 
Frances Hesselbein the Presidential Medal of Freedom 
on Thursday, January 15. The Medal of Freedom is 
the nation’s highest civilian honor. Mrs. Hesselbein 
was among 15 distinguished Americans to receive the 


honor. 

One of the country’s foremost experts on not-for-profit corpo- 
rations and management in the workplace, Mrs. Hesselbein is cur- 
rently president and chief executive officer of The Drucker 
Foundation. Mrs. Hesselbein joined the Juniata College board in 
1988. She was presented the honorary doctor of laws degree from 
Juniata in 1990. 

Mrs. Hesselbein was CEO of the Girl Scouts of the United States 
of America from 1976-1990. She is currently chairperson of the 
board of governors of the Josephson Institute for the Advancement 
of Ethics. She serves on the board of the Mutual of America Life 
Insurance Company and chairs its foundation, and was a member 
of the board of Pennsylvania Power and Light from 1981-1988. 

President George Bush appointed Mrs. Hesselbein to the 
board of directors of the Commission on National and Community 
Service in August 1991 and to the Advisory Committee on the Points 
of Light Initiative Foundation in 1989. Mrs. Hesselbein also serves 
on the board of the Peter F. Drucker Graduate Management Center 
and the Leadership Institute, Graduate School of Business 
Administration at the University of Southern California, Harvard 
University John F. Kennedy School of Governments Hauser Center 
for Nonprofit Institutions and Harvard Business Schools’ Initiative 
on Social Enterprise, and Kellogg Foundation National Task Group 
for African American Boys Initiative. 

She has received numerous awards including the Excellence in 
Leadership Award from the National Women’s Economic Alliance, 
and the National Entrepreneurial Award from the Women’s 
Business Owners of New York. 

Mrs. Hesselbein has been featured on the cover of Business 
Week and Savvy as an example of managerial excellence. She holds 
eleven other honorary doctorates from Buena Vista College, GMI 
Engineering and Management Institute, Hood College, Wilson 
College, Marymount College, Boston College, the University of 
Nebraska at Kearney, Lafayette College, Muhlenberg College, Carroll 
College, and Fairleigh Dickinson University. 











Juniata College Establishes 
Ellis Memorial Lectureship 

Higher education was Dr. Calvert Ellis’ life. As president of 
Juniata College from 1943 to 1968, Dr. Ellis brought Juniata 
through what was considered by many to be the most challenging 
period for higher education and, indeed, our society itself. 

Dr. Ellis became a frequent and highly respected advisor to 
Congress and leading higher education agencies in Washington, 
D.C. He was a key player in the creation of the GI Bill of Rights 
and the development of government loan funds for post-war high- 
er education. He served on countless accreditation committees 
for Middle States reviews of colleges and universities. 

Dr. Ellis believed in the mission of Juniata College. His lead- 
ership brought new learning opportunities for Juniata students. 
He carefully worked to build a faculty that understood and be- 
came a part of the fabric of the Juniata College experience. The 
institution matured under the leadership of Dr. Ellis, today con- 
tinuing to benefit from many of his programs and initiatives. 

Now, the Ellis family is moving forward with plans to honor 
the memory of Dr. Calvert Ellis with the creation of the Calvert N. 
Ellis Memorial Lectureship. The endowment fund is being estab- 
lished by the family to annually bring to the Juniata campus out- 
standing lecturers in education and philosophy. It is intended that 
these lectures will be scheduled at special times and occasions. 
The lectures are intended to benefit the campus community as 
well as the extended community of the Huntingdon region. 

The Calvert N. Ellis Memorial Lectureship is currently valued 
at nearly $50,000 through the support of Elizabeth Ann Cherry, 
associate professor of history at Juniata and the daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Ellis, their son, Dr. David W. Ellis, former president of 
Lafayette College and current president and director of the 
Boston Museum of Science, and generous donors who continue 
to support the vision of Dr. Calvert N. Ellis. 

Dr. Ellis died on April 6, 1995. Mrs. Elizabeth Ellis is cur- 
rently a resident of Westminster Woods in Huntingdon.

Andrew Murray, director of the 
Baker Peace Institute, was recent- 
ly appointed to a committee to 
help plan a UNESCO world confer- 
ence on higher education to be 
held next year in Paris. The 
Committee will develop a round- 
table on Peace Studies in higher 
education.

The proposal 
is seeking funding from the 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 
for innovative health program- 
ming. 
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The Juniata College women’s 
volleyball program has had one 
and only one leader since it was 
established as a varsity sport in 
the 1977 season. From that year, 
an undefeated 11-0 mark, suc- 
cess and College Hill high-net 
squads have gone hand-in-hand 
and most of the achievement is 
due to the unquestioned dedica- 
tion of the lone mentor Juniata 


has known, Larry Bock. 


The blue and gold team has solidified its 
spot among the elite of the small college ranks, 
especially during the past two seasons where the 
Eagles have gone a combined 85-3. Even with all 
of the success, including an all-time record of 
786-131 and 12 appearances in the NCAA Division III semifinals, Juniata 
has yet to acquire its first national championship, which is a disappoint- 
ment in a way to Coach Bock and the teams that he has guided. In the 
1980s, it was the University of California-San Diego (UCSD) that dashed 
the hopes of numerous Juniata charges through the NCAA postseason, 
while in the 1990s, Washington University (Mo.), knocked off the Eagles 
twice in the NCAA title match. This past season, UCSD came back into 
the picture and downed Juniata in the national championship outing af- 
ter the Eagles failed to hold onto a two game to nothing advantage. It 
marked the fourth time that the Coach Bock and his troops claimed the 
runner-up spot in the NCAAs. 

“We (the team) very seldom talk about national championships 
during the season,” said Bock. “We start each year with a goal of getting 
better each day and another goal is for the kids to enjoy each day that 
they have together. We just want to get better one day at a time and that 
is possible, because some of the best matches that we have during the 
course of a year are when we split up into two teams at practice and go 
after each other. I’m sure that our players would love to win national 
championships, I can see it in their faces, but that is not the only goal 
with our program.” 

It has been that way (competitive and enjoyable) since day one in 
practice for Coach Bock and his women’s volleyball program. 
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Larry Bock, Athletic Director and Women’s 
Volleyball Head Coach 


“T had an interest in volleyball and Bill 
Berrier was made aware of that,” explained 
Bock. “I met Bill by just being around the com- 
munity and when Juniata had decided to make its 
women’s volleyball club team a varsity program, 
Bill asked me if I wanted to take over the coach- 
ing on a part-time basis and I agreed.” 

Bock was the manager of the consumer 
loan department at Union National Bank in 
Huntingdon at the time, but was able to lead 
Juniata to a perfect 11-0 mark during the regular 
season and a 15-3 overall record. 

“Coaching volleyball was just something 
that I wanted to try at that time and I had no real 
desire to stay with it a long time,” Bock said. 
“But when we got back to campus after the last 
match of the year in 1977 and the team got off of 
the van, I felt very empty and I knew right then 
that I had a real passion for coaching.” 

Twenty-one years of coaching the Juniata 
women’s volleyball team and numerous positions 
on College Hill later, the 48-year old native of 
Hooversville, Pa., is still going strong even though every season has end- 
ed without a national championship in hand. 

“When I sit back and look at the program, I can honestly say that 
our level of play has gone up each year,” Bock stated. “We are always 
competing to get some of the top kids in the country to come to play vol- 
leyball at Juniata. When you have student-athletes coming to play for 
your program and turning down scholarships to Division I and II institu- 
tions, you must be doing something right.” 

The student-athletes that Bock has brought to the institution to 
compete for his program have all been dedicated to working hard, but 
for some reason Bock, just like popular soap opera star Susan Lucci and 
her quest for a Daytime Emmy, has come up just short of the brass ring. 
So what keeps him coming back every year? 

“I’m the common denominator in every close call that we have had 
in the national championship picture,” Bock explained. “Every time we 
go out there and play, we are representing the college, alumni of the 
program, former assistant coaches and ourselves and we would like 
nothing better than to win a national championship for them. When we 
finally win it all, and we will, it will be for everyone who has ever been 
associated with the Juniata women’s volleyball program...so in that way, 
we have unfinished business.”

Dear Editor. 


I have always enjoyed John 
Denver's music and when he died 
recently I thought back to the first 
time I ever heard him sing. It was 
in Oller Hall, at Juniata, in the late 
1960's. 

The appearance, sponsored 
by the college, had been adver- 
tised with posters around campus. © 
John Denver was a virtual unknown at that time, and the 
posters lauded him as “the person who wrote ‘Leavin’ on a 
Jet Plane’”. Of course that song was made popular by Peter, 
Paul, and Mary but my familiarity with it was enough to 
spark an interest in going to see John Denver. As I recall that 
night nearly thirty years ago, there were lots of empty seats 
but a crowd of modest size turned out to Oller Hall and 
when the lights went down, we were greeted by a comfort- 
able disheveled young man with tousled hair, round glasses, 
and a very friendly smile. He sang the song about the jet 
plane and he also sang a repertoire of songs with which 
none of us was familiar back then. I recall he had an imme- 
diate and sincere rapport with the audience and I think 
many of us realized that evening that we were experiencing 
something exceptional. 

The night I saw him at Juniata, John Denver was alone 
on the stage, sitting on a stool with only his guitar for ac- 
companiment. I saw him one more time in person. That was 
at the Spectrum in Philadelphia about six or seven years lat- 
er. By then he was a popular singer, with a flashy show and a 
back up band. The intimacy of the earlier performance was 
dimmed by the showmanship but his music was still great 
and his message still sincere. 

Over the years I bought some of his albums and I took 
a passing interest in his forays into the movies and televi- 
sion—in the company of George Burns and the Muppets. 

My sister saw him in person in Cape Cod just a few 
months ago and she said the show was again low key and 
reminiscent of the one we had both enjoyed nearly three 
decades age—just a man, his guitar, and some very special 
songs. 

I don’t know whether John Denver ever had cause to 
remember Huntingdon Pennsylvania or Juniata College, but 
through all these years I have associated him with that spe- 
cial evening in Oller Hall. Does anyone else remember?
